‘WHAT OF THE AMERICAN 
: FUTURE? | 
During this week an effort is being made to per- 
suade, American people to think of their nation 
definitely and specifically in the terms of the fu- 
ture. .Usually a nation’s future has for its confi- 
dent people an assured benevolence. A strong na- 
tion has a destiny. That destiny is good. 

This week—Jan. 14 to 20—has been selected by 
citizens interested in a specific policy as a week 
for intensive effort to develop national thinking for 
the future. Is it necessarily benevolent or good? 

The policy has a specific object which in itself 
does not indicate the full purpose. The policy is 
that of universal military training. The purpose 
is that of nationalization. 5 

The narrowest significance of universal military 
training is found in its protective quality. If noth- 
ing but protection were involved the perceptor 
might be willing to let experience teach if nothing 
else could. But protettion is the narrow aspect of 
the question and its small value. 

To understand the larger values it is necessary 
to observe and understand the direction. of powerful 
currents of thought in the world today.
